It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  work  progressed  satisfac- 
torily during  1961  on  the  building  of  the  new  block  at  the 
Bridgend  Hospital.  By  the  transfer  of  patients  to  this  new 
block  when  completed,  the  demolition  of  the  older  part  of 
the  Bridgend  General  Hospital  can  then  be  carried  out. 
Some  of  the  older  buildings  of  the  hospital  have  been  in 
existence  for  about  100  years,  either  as  a workhouse  or 
General  Hospital  and  are,  therefore,  in  the  light  of  modem 
thought,  unsuitable  for  both  patients  and  staff. 

There  are  three  Mental  Hospitals  in  your  area  and  these 
are  under  the  control  of  the  Morgannwg  Hospital  Manage- 
ment Committee. 
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The  following  are  the  Hospitals: —

The 
Associations  are  informed  that  the  money  available  to  them 
is  for  the  benefit  of  all  old  people  within  the  area  of  the 
Association  concerned. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

(a)  Section  50 — Burial  of  the  Dead. 

During  the  year  the  cost  burying  2 persons  was  accep- 
ted by  your  Council.  The  total  amount  expended  under  this 
section  of  the  Act  was  £46  2s.  6d.,  all  of  which  was 
recovered. 


(b)  Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care 
and  attention. 

One  person  was  found  to  be  in  need  of  care  and  pro- 
tection and  a Justices  Order  for  compulsory  removal  by  the 
Council  under  Section  47  of  the  Act  was  obtained. 

Five  other  persons  also  were  found  to  be  in  need  of 
care  but  were  persuaded  to  voluntarily  enter  hospitals  or 
hostels. 


Tuberculosis. 

Facilities  for  the  diagnosis,  home  and  clinic  treatment 
of  Tuberculosis  are  obtained  through  Dr.  Hugh  Trail,  Chest 
Physician,  Old  Cottage  Hospital,  Bridgend  CTel.  No.  Bridg- 
end 2345) . In  this  work  he  is  assisted  by  Dr.  Maurice  Evans. 
The  Chest  Physicians  are  also  responsible  for  the  medical 
treatment  of  the  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  at  the 
Cefn  Hirgoed  Isolation  Hospital. 

As  indicated  in  previous  reports,  the  incidence  of  pul- 
monary tuberculosis  continues  to  be  stationary,  but  the 
cases  are  responding  well  to  treatment. 

The  chronic  cough  in  aged  persons  requires  to  be  care- 
fully investigated  as  frequently  these  persons  are  reservoirs 
of  tuberculous  infection,  and  it  is  through  them  that  the 
disease  is  spread.

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SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


1.— Water. 

The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board,  established  in  1920, 
and  functioning  since  1st  January,  1921,  supplies  water 
consumed  in  your  district.  The  two  main  supplies  are  a soft 
water  from  the  Uplands  source,  and  a hard  water  from  the 
Schwyll  source  at  Merthyrmawr. 

The  Board’s  by-laws  prohibit  the  use  of  lead  pipe,  and 
in  one  source  with  water  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action, 
soda  ash  treatment  is  given.  This  latter  source  supplies 
only  a few  properties  in  the  Penybont  Rural  District. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  have  been  no  new 
sources  of  supply. 

There  are  121  dwellings  without  a mains  water  supply ; 
these  are  isolated  farms  or  dwellings  which  have  their  own 
arrangements  for  utilising  a nearby  water  source. 

All  dwellings  which  are  within  a distance  of  100  yards 
of  a water  main  have  a piped  water  supply. 


2. — Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  major  part  of  your  district  is  adequately  sewered. 
Where  there  is  an  absence  of  sewers,  pail  closets  and  cess- 
pools are  in  use. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Laleston  Sewerage 
Scheme  was  almost  completed. 

The  serious  pollution  of  the  beach  at  Ogmore-by-Sea 
continues  but  it  is  hoped  that  within  the  very  near  future 
all  legal  difficulties  connected  with  the  proposed  sewerage 
scheme  to  obviate  this  nuisance  will  have  been  resolved.

3. — ^Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  has  organised  the  collection  of  House 
Refuse  throughout  the  district  twice  weekly. 
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4. — Cesspool  Cleansing. 


Pour  free  cleansings  are  given  to  each  cesspool  per 
annum  throughout  the  Penybont  District,  where  necessary 
and  where  further  cleansings  are  required,  a charge  is  made 
which  varies  with  the  size  of  the  cesspool.  The  Council  have 
four  cesspool  cleansing  vehicles. 


5. — Night  .Soil  Removal. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  contract  on  a small  scale 
in  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Pyle,  Llangynwyd  Lower  and 
Laleston. 


6. — Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

In  accordance  with  Article  20  (Section  25)  of  The 
Public  Health  Officers  Regulations  1959,  the  following  is 
the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  tabulated  statement — 
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7, — Shops. 

All  shops  within  the  area  are  inspected  from  time  to  time 
as  a routine  measure.  Generally,  it  can  be  said  that  the 
Shops  Acts  are  complied  with  in  all  respects. 

There  seems  no  problem  with  regard  to  the  tempera- 
ture or  ventilation  of  shop  premises  and  no  complaints  are 
received  in  that  direction. 

Food  shops  comply  very  well  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  and  there  is  a general  awareness  that  regula- 
tions very  often,  apart  from  improving  the  standard  of 
hygiene,  also  improve  the  amenities  of  the  premises.  The 
number  of  shops  inspected  during  the  period  was  230. 


8. — Caravan  Sites. 

In  connection  with  the  problem  of  caravans,  Mr.  D.  J. 
Battrick,  your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  makes  the 
following  observations — 

With  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Caravan  Sites 
and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960,  site  owners  within 
the  area  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  were  in  process 
of  complying  with  the  high  standards  laid  down  in  the  con- 
ditions made  under  the  Act  by  this  authority.  This  work 
is  still  in  progress  and  is  bound  to  take  time  to  complete. 
The  regulations  required  provision  of  roads,  adequate 
drainage,  water  services,  adequate  toilet  accommodation, 
etc.,  and  involves  site  preparation  almost  similar  to  a hous- 
ing development  scheme. 

There  are  four  privately  owned  licensed  sites  and  one 
Council  owned  site  at  Heronstone  Lane.  The  latter  is  to  be 
extended  and  developed  into  a larger  site  to  accommodate 
more  premanently  occupied  caravans.  Of  the  other  privately 
owned  sites,  one  is  licensed  as  part  residential  and  part 
holiday,  and  the  remaining  three  are  holiday  sites. 

One  of  the  holiday  sites,  that  at  Wig  Fach,  has  an 
unauthorised  residential  occupancy  and  is  at  the  moment 
the  subject  of  an  Appeal  against  an  Enforcement  Order. 

Caravans  on  commons  have  been  a problem  for  a num- 
ber of  years  within  the  area  with  the  result  that  the  Council 
took  positive  steps  during  the  year  to  curb  the  unauthorised 
stationing  of  caravans  on  this  type  of  land. 

The  administration  of  the  commons  comes  under  the 
control  of  a Board  of  Conservators  and  although  bye-laws 
made  by  them  for  the  administration  of  the  commons 
expressly  prohibited  the  stationing  of  caravans,  this  prob- 
lem continued  in  view  of  the  difficulties  of  administration 
and  control. 
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With  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Board,  the  Peny- 
bont  Rural  (Coity  Wallia  Commons)  Caravan  Order,  1961, 
was  made  and  came  into  force  in  mid-1961.  This  Order  was 
made  under  the  Act  and  enables  local  authorities  to  better 
control  commons  within  their  districts.  It  enabled  action  to 
be  taken  much  more  promptly  than  formerly  and  with  the 
erection  of  suitable  notices  at  strategic  points  has  had  the 
desired  effect. 


9. — Atmospheric  Pollution. 

There  appears  to  be  no  problem  with  this  type  of 
nuisance  within  the  area.  The  Industrial  Estate  contains  a 
fair  cross-section  of  different  types  of  industrial  boilers,  but 
these  have  never  been  the  cause  for  concern  by  excessive 
emission  of  grit  or  smoke.  Such  temporary  faults  which 
have  from  time  to  time  occurred  have  been  very  limited  and 
have  resulted  in  very  few  complaints. 

Other  parts  of  the  area  remain  generally  satisfactory 
and  the  emission  of  grit  and  dust  from  quarries  has  dimin- 
ished over  the  period. 


10. — Verminous  Premises. 

The  incidence  of  infested  houses  is  certainly  on  the 
decrease.  Infestations  were  confined  to  the  presence  of  bed 
bugs  and  cockroaches.  The  former  can  be  eradicated  fairly 
quickly  under  treatment  but  cockroaches  can  be  a persist- 
ent nuisance  and  are  particularly  objectionable.  During  the 
year  treatment  was  carried  out  at  nine  premises. 

Routine  inspection  of  Council  owned  dwellings  is  car- 
ried out  where  transfers  take  place  and  it  can  be  said  that 
the  standard  of  cleanliness  has  certainly  improved  and  very 
few  problems  have  been  experienced  in  this  direction. 


11. — Rodent  Control. 

f full-time  rodent  operator  is  employed  by  the  Council 

throughout  the  area. 
It  had  been  normal  practice  in  the  past  for  treatments  to  be 
earned  out  on  a weekly  rotation  system,  but  due  to  the 
increased  niobihty  of  the  operative,  who  uses  his  motor- 
cycle, complaints  can  be  dealt  with  more  promptly. 
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The  use  of  warfarin  also  widens  the  field  of  treatment 
as  it  is  not  necessary  when  using  this  poison  to  visit  every 
day.  Treatment  of  private  premises  is  free  but  an  all-in 
charge  of  7s.  6d.  per  hour  is  made  on  business  premises, 
farms,  etc. 

Sewer  treatments  are  carried  out  by  the  sewermen  in 
their  respective  areas  in  the  spring  and  autumn  of  each 
year  in  accordance  with  Ministry  instructions.  Here  again, 
the  use  of  a damp-resistant  type  warfarin  increases  the 
effectivity  of  this  work. 

British  Railways  now  employ  a specialist  firm  to  carry 
out  treatment  on  infested  embankments  and  where  neces- 
sary, joint  treatments  are  carried  out  in  conjunction  with 
your  operative. 

The  Council  refuse  tips  are  visited  as  a routine  meas- 
ure and  test  baiting  is  carried  out  to  check  any  infestations. 
No  serious  problems  have  developed  during  the  period  under 
review.  The  number  of  inspections  carried  out  during  the

Demolition. 

The  Demolition  Survey  Sub-Committee  kept  under 
review  the  properties  in  your  Area  scheduled  for  demolition. 

Rent  Act,  1957. 

Only  2 applications  were  made  under  this  Act  for  Cer- 
tificates of  Disrepair.  In  one  case  the  certificate  was  granted 
and  in  the  other  an  Undertaking  was  given  by  the  landlord 
to  carry  out  the  works  within  the  appropriate  period. 

The  initial  activity  when  the  Act  came  into  operation 
now  appears  to  have  subsided.  As  in  the  previous  year  there 
is  evidence  of  a further  decline  in  interest  by  tenants  in  the 
opportunity  given  them  of  applying  to  the  authority  for 
certificates,  where  their  houses  are  in  a state  of  disrepair. 
They  appear  to  favour  the  relatively  quicker  procedure  and 
longer  established  practice  afforded  them  under  the  Public 
Health  Act.  Another  reason  may  be  that  notices  of  rent 
increase  which  invariably  precedes  such  an  application  are 
now  only  served  on  rare  occasions. 


Allocation  of  Council  Houses 


As  a result  of  the  satisfactory  building  programme  of 
the  Council,  the  housing  difficulties  within  the  area  have 
been  to  a large  degree  overcome.  Although  there  still 
remains  1,085  applicants  on  the  Housing  List  the  Housing 
Manager  informs  me  that  a large  proportion  of  these  are 
adequately  housed  or  tenants  of  houses. 

The  main  complaint  these  days  from  applicants  is  not 
overcrowding,  but  lack  of  modern  amenities  within  the 
accommodation  they  have.  The  Council  has  given  con- 
sideration to  this  aspect  and  are  prepared  to  give  special 
consideration  to  those  applicants  occupying  such  houses 
who  have  been  on  the  housing  list  for  20  years. 
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As  reported  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  it  is  much 
better  for  these  older  type  of  private  houses  to  be  occupied 
by  an  ovvner/occupier  who  will  provide  these  amenities  with 
the  assistance  of  an  Improvement  Grant.  Landlords,  un- 
fortunately, do  not  appear  to  be  desirous  of  availing  them- 
selves of  these  Grants  for  the  benefit  of  their  tenants. 

Satisfactory  progress  was  made  in  implementing  your 
Slum  Clearance  programme,  and  79  families  were  housed 
from  properties  demolished  or  closed. 

During  the  year  21  applicants  were  housed  for  urgent 
medical  reasons  and  many  transfers  effected. 

I should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
House  Letting  Committee  and  the  Housing  Manager  for 
their  co-operation  in  connection  with  the  medical  cases  sub- 
mitted.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  standard  of  milk  supplied  continues  to  be  high.  In 
recent  years  great  progress  has  been  made  in  the  control 
of  the  risk  of  conveying  Tuberculosis  to  humans  through 
milk.  It  is  now  rare  to  receive  a notification  of  Tuberculous 
Peritonitis  or  tuberculosis  of  bone.  This  is  due  to  the  wide 
distribution  of  pasteurised  milk  and  to  the  progress  made 
in  eradicating  the  disease  from  dairy  herds. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations, 
1960,  the  licensing  of  milk  dealers  becomes  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  as  the  Food  and 
Drugs  authority  for  the  area.  The  dealers’  licences,  on  or 
after  1st  January,  1961,  will  be  valid  for  5 years  from  that 
date,  and  will  be  renewable  at  5-yearly  periods. 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Regular  inspection  of  all  shops,  stalls  and  vehicles  is 
carried  out. 
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(c)  Adulteration,  etc. 


Public  Health  Inspectors  of  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council  are  responsible  for  the  sampling  under  the  Foods 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955.

Of  the  three  slaughterhouses  within  the  area  only  two 
continue  to  be  used.  Both  are  operated  in  a satisfactory 
manner  and  100  per  cent,  meat  inspection  duties  are  carried 
out.

Spencers,  provide  meat  for  their  own  use  while  in  that  at 
Glanrhyd,  operated  by  Messrs.  Goodwins,  some  local  retail 
butchers  are  supplied  to  a small  extent.

Except  for  an  outbreak  of  measles,  when  377  cases 
were  notified,  no  serious  incidents  ocurred.  Again  no  case 
of  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria  was  notified. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  an  oral  vaccine  is  now  com- 
ing into  use  for  the  protection  of  the  public  against  polio- 
myelitis. This  simplifies  the  procedure  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  public  will  eagerly  seek  and  accept  this  simple 
method  of  protection.

An  examination  of  the  Table  of  the  Deaths  from  Cancer 
shows  that  out  of  77  deaths,  17  were  due  to  cancer  of  the 
lung  or  bronchus.  The  respiratory  system  was  therefore 
the  main  site  for  this  disease. 

It  has  been  proved  beyond  doubt  through  national  sur- 
veys in  many  countries,  that  there  is  an  association  between 
cigarette  smoking  and  deaths  from  lung  cancer.  Many 
posters  were  displayed  in  public  places  bringing  this  fact 
to  the  notice  of  the  public,  in  order  to  impress  upon  them 
the  dangers  that  exist. 

The  most  important  Acts  coming  into  force  in  1961, 
as  far  as  the  Health  Department  was  concerned,  were  the 
Public  Health  Act  1961,  and  the  Housing  Act  1961. 

It  was  unfortunate  that  during  the  year,  owing  to  ill 
health,  Mr.  Graham  Rees,  one  of  your  Public  Health  In- 
spectors, who  had  served  the  authority  for  many  years,  was 
forced  to  terminate  his  appointment. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  to  the  Council 
my  appreciation  of  the  interest  shown  by  the  Members  in 
matters  affecting  Public  Health  and  to  thank  Dr.  Kathleen 
Davies  and  Dr.  B.  T.  Jones  for  deputising  for  me  when 
required.  I should  particularly  like  to  thank  the  Health 
Department  staff  for  their  willing  assistance  throughout 
the  year  and  especially  Mr.  D.  J.  Battrick,  your  Senior 
Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  cooperation  and  assistance.
